Extreme reticence was a marked 


characteristic of every one connected

telephone," said Judge Johnson, "and 
the attendant salj Mr Lillis was rest- 
Ing easily " 


"We would appreciate a statement

WANTED PERMANENT BOND. 


"During Mr. Huntington's lifetime Mr.

or the permanent continuance of the re-

outhern Pacific," said Mr. Kahn. 
"The Union Pacific was anxious to se- 


ure tho Central Pacific division. An of- 


•as mado to buy the Central Pa- 


ific and other efforts were made to make 
the status quo between the Southern Pa- 
clflc and Central Pacific permanent and 
unaltenble. 


"When Mr. Huntin^ton died the situa-

Some Reformers in Jheir Variety. 


After holding- another secret session the executive committe 


of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League announces the nomination of sev 
eral more candidates for State officers. This small group finds i 
necessary to transact a business calling for public endorseme'n 
with the utmost secrecy. 
Perhaps modesty dictates the conceal 


merit of its labor pains from public sight, and, then, again it ma 
be deemed expedient that the people should not survey too closel) 
the process of saving the country. At any rate these devotee 
guardians of public virtue are determined that the enemies of gooc 
government shall not see their plans nor the ignorant and vdlga 
gaze with impudent curiosity on the inner workings of their ma 
chine. Possibly the disputes of the rival engineers might excit 
the mirth of the ungodly. It would never do to expose the work 
ings of the spirit of righteousness to the ridicule of the wicked. 


But in some particulars the processes of the country-saving 


machine (due to the extreme privacy observed) arc inexplicable 
For instance, the executive committee has renominated as candi 
dates of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League W. R. Williams for Stat< 
Treasurer, U. S. Webb for Attorney Genera! and William S. Kings 
bury for Surveyor General. Why Edward W. Hyatt was not nom- 
inated also is a mystery. At the Santa Cruz convention he threw a 
Pardee delegation into the pot arid drew out the nomination lor 
Superintendent of Education. 
Mr. Ih'att has a right to complair 


of unfair discrimination when he contrasts the treatment accorclec 
him with the favor shown Messrs. Webb, Williams and Kingsbury 


Mr. Webb, Mr. Williams and Mr. Kingsbury were all nomi- 


nated at Santa Cruz on the ticket with James X. Gillett and Charles 
F. Curry. They combined with Gillett to defeat J'ardee and nomi- 
nate themselves. They programmed their delegates clown the line. 
Had they refused to combine with the Gillett forces Pardee would 
have been renominated and no program ticket would have been 
put up at Santa Cruz. Each one of these men was promised a nom- 
ination if he would throw hi-, delegates into "the pot." Each got 
his job and each is responsible personally for \\hat took place at 
Santa Cruz. 


Take the case of State Treasurer Williams, for example. 
He 


is from Fresno. Dr. Chester Rowcll, owner of the Fresno Republi- 
ran and uncle of Che-ter Rowel!, titular head of the Lincoln-Roosc- 
i-elt League, dominated the Fresno delegation and under his dicta- 
tion that delegation was programmed with Gillett to give Williams 
the nomination. 
A\ illiams was an unknown man of no particular 


prominence in his own county. 
He could never have been nomi- 


nated save by the ennibine procc-s which has been from time im- 
memorial a concomitant of the convention system. Williams would 
have had no particular standing even in the Fresno delegation but 
for the Rowell influence and the Rowcll manipulation. 
Williams 


helped nominate Gillett and Curry and Gillett and Curry helped 
nominate Williams. 


The same is true-of Attorney General Webb and Surveyor Gen- 


eral Kingsbury. They helped man the organization craft and took 
their share of the prize money. Xow they are offering themselves 
as candidates for re-election as an effective protest against the 
methods which lifted them from obscurity and placed them in high 
office. 
Webb programmed his delegates at Sacramento in 1902, 


and was elected that year, as he was four years later, as an organ- 
ization man. Pardee, it may be added, was nominated and electee 
as an organization man by precisely the same methods he now con- 
demns—methods which caused Webb to forsake him at Santa Cruz 


With Alden Anderson the ca<-c is entirely different. 
He was 


nominated with Pardee in lililjl, and he appeared at Santa Crti7. as 
a stout champion -for Pardec's renomination. lie turned a deaf ear 
to seductive suggestions that he become a candidate for Governor 
himself. He declined to embarrass Pardee to advance his own polit- 
ical fortunes. He did not. however, deem it his duty to kick out 
of the party because the bunch of alleged reformers who have just 
renominated Webb, Williams and Kingsbury made it possible for 
Gillett to get the nomination over Pardee. It is now asserted that 
Mr. Anderson is not tit to be Governor because Gillett was nomi- 
nated at Santa Cruz. Then why are Webb. Williams and Kings- 
bury worthy to fill the offices they hold? T'^ey helped nominate 
Gillett while Anderson opposed him. Anderson sacrificed his indi- 
vidual aspirations to his convictions, while Webb, Williams and 
Kingsbury elevated themselves by sacrificing their convictions, if 
they had any, contrary to the course they pursued. 


But Anderson is now ruled off the course by men who betrayed 


their local constituencies in ]OU>'). 
These men say the Southern 


Pacific nominated the Republican ticket at Santa Cruz. 'Then the 
Southern Pacific nominated Webb, Williams and Kingsbury, and 
iWebb, Williams and Kingsbury helped the Southern Pacific nomi- 
nate James X. Gillctt. To be consistent Webb, Williams and Kings- 
bury, instead of asking for re-election on the ground that the} 
profited by an infamous political deal, should confess their own mi 
worthiness and advocate the election of Alden Anderson in recogni 
tion of the virtue he displayed when they bartered their independ 
ence and the principles of good government for political preferment 
They should be on the mourners' bench and not candidates on a re 
form ticket. A man may not justly claim his own political criminal 
ity in the past as a title to renewed honor in the present.
